Six-Point Program Based 


Upon Sales Tax and 


Earned Incomes 


RAISE 45 MILLIONS 


BandLedder 


Nuisance Tax Abandon- 


ment Seen as Result 


COLUMBUS, May 2.—Work of 


drafting into bill form Govern- > 
or George White's mammoth new 
taxation program, based on a two 
percent sales tax of the "coupon" . 
type and a lax on earned incomes 
of $1,250 or more, was started to- 
day by the special taxation com- 
mittee of the state legislature. 


The new program, comprising 


six points, was sent to the com- 
mittee by the governor last nigat. 
Designed, to raise approximately 
$45,000,000 annually for schools, it 
proposes sweeping^ changes in the 
present taxation scheme. It would 
reduce real estate taxes $28,000,- 
000 a year and would set up a 
state-wide school system somewhat 
similar 
to the 
publicized Mort 


plan. 


ABANDONS 'NUISANCE' 
In submitting the amended»pro- 


gram, Governor ..White abandoned 
almost entirely the proposed "nuis- 
ance taxes" on malt, amusements, 
soft drinks and tobaccos which he 
proposed m January. 


A new cry of '"nuisance taxes" 


went up today however—directed 
at the alleged "nuisance" feature 
of the coupons proposed for the re- 
tail sales tax, The consumer would 
bear this tax by purchasing coupon 
books issued by the state. When 
using a commodity,* he would give 
a coupon in addition *o the price 
of the article. 


Farm products sold directly by 


farmers to consuoiers would be ex- 
empted from the sales tax, under 
the governor's plan, along with 
certain, essential 
human foods," 


but furniture and clothing would toe 
taxed, as would other commodities. 


The governor's six-point pro- 


gram, which the special committee 
started drafting in bill form to- 
day, is as follows: 


1. The raising of $10*000,000 for 


poor relief 
toJOQgxJ9SSKJ*-a 


2. The furnfahing' to an schools 


In Ohio, also- by means of 'the 
sales tax, of the sum of $17 per 
elementary pupil and $29 per high 
school pupil to establish a mini- 
mum educational standard within 
the state. 


3. Lowering the 15-mill real es- 


tate tax limitation to 13.15 mills 
by reducing- the fixed levies for 
school purposes by 1.85 mills, this 
taking a $28,000,000 burden off real 
estate. 


4. Enacting />f a state tax."on 


earned incomes with exemptions of 
$1250 for single men and $2500 
for married men, the rates to be 
1 per cent on-the first $1,000 above 
the exemption, 2 per cent on the 
nest $1,000C 3 per cent on the ex- 
cess. 


5. Deallocation of present intan- 


gile tax proceeds to provide further 
relief for real estate. 


6. Diversion of $2,000,000, of 


state highway construction fund to 
be used, for emergency relief pur- 
poses.

on the brain will cause the victim to 
bci-oine unconscious. If the hemor- 
rhage is rnilJ and little blood la lost, 
the afflicted individual recovers. Bui 
usually some form of paralysis re- 
sults from the hemorrhage. 


Take Stock of Yourself 


Tlie paralysis may be mild, involv- 


ing an arm or leg. In other cases. 
where the stroke has been more se- 
vera, complete paralysis of one side 
of the body occurs. The side in- 
volved is deprived of power .of mo- 
tion and sensation, with a general 
feeling of numbness. 


When the hemorrhage occurs on 


the right side of the brain, there is 
a paralysis of the left side of the 
.body. If the hemorrhage is on the 
left side of the brain, the paralysis 
iccurs on,the right side of the body. 
This is explained by a crossing of 
the, nerve fibers at the base of the 
brain. If the hemorrhage is profuse 
or if it involves the base of the brain, 
both sides of the body are afflicted. 
In such cases recovery is doubtful. 


It is a good thing to take stock of 


ourselves once in a while. I am con- 
fident that as a result of this report 
and other surveys, increased efforts 
-will be made to reduce the frequency 
of cerebral hemorrhage. Please bear 
tn mind that apoplexy is not a dis- 
jiase m and of itself. It is the result 
of continued negligence of certain 
•disoiders of the body. 


This condition is usually seen In 


persons beyond the age of fifty.; It 
rarely occurs in young adults. The 
rapture or escape of blood into the 
brain is associated with such ;defects 


VJas high blood pressure, .arteribscle- 
Vosis, or hardening of^fhe arteries, 
heart disease and kidney disease. 
Since these ;are largely? preventable, 
many of the deaths from cerebral 
hemorrhage could have been avoided 
If necessar-jfjiprecautions had been 
taken.
